Farrar cid te fame at 
his famous Proteftane Monaftery ; which if done not out 
of formality, but with the true Spirit of Piety and De- 
yotion wherewich they were compos'd, wou'd uadoube 
edly be che happ ft Employment whereii a Man could 
bute himfelf, and the very Type ot Heaven. The French 
Proteftancs have alfo many of ’enm moft of che Singing 
Plaims sy heart ; Mudamofelle de la Mu: had ‘em all, ot

"Avd Seca, which fome think 
different from A’vaéSwua, bue Bega and ochers, the fame 
1s caxen by Dr. Hammond and others, tor the fecond Der 
Bee Of Excommumecaiion, the Chriltians having three 
Degrees thereot, taken-trom che tame among the Fews, 
and tneir Nsddui, Cherem, and Shiammatha : Niddui the 
hrit, which was an apicizuss, OF Separation, remove 
10g any Perlon from che Common Conver /2tion of Chrifti- 
ans, 10 as not tocome within 4 Paces ot ’em. Cherem 
the fecond, which was yet more folemn, after the 
doubling of the Niddui, or full fixty days given ’em to 
Repent, in which if they did not, chis Cherem or Herem

the Hebrews aud Helenijtical Fews ; a Thing, or Perjun, 
furfed, Or Devored, as the Latins exmets it, the fame 
with what tie Apoftle calls Delivering to Satan in ano- 
ther place, to wit, Coaligning |im over in the Name 
oi God to hin who is the Acciu/er and Tormenter of Man-
